A fort Account of the Straits of 
St. Mary, aad MICuILIMAKINAC. 

HE French fort and fettlement of 

Michilimakinac, or rather upon the 
Strait between the Lake Huron’ and the 
Lake Michigan, is one of thofe which 
they have, within thefe laft 30 or 46 years, 
eftablifhed for ing their communi- 
cation between the feveral great Lakes 
of Canada, and alfo their communication 
between the River St. Laurence, and the 


River Miffifippi. For this purpofe, the 
firft built shone dome at Niagara, to fecy 
the communication between Lake Ontar 
and Lake Eric; and finding that y 
tamely fubmitted to this encroachmen, 
they proceeded to build their fort upoy 

A the Strait, between Lake Erie, and Lat 
Huron, which they called Fort Ponc 
train, where they had a flourishing fe 
ment laft year, when it was conque 
and fubdued by us. Both thefe I qj 
encroachments upon us, becaufe our allie 
the fix nations, were then in pofleffion,

built was this of Michilimakinac, which 
fecures not only the communication bed 
tween Lake Huron, and Lake Michig 
but alfo that between Lake Huron, a 
that vaft large Lake called the Superiow 
or Upper Lake.

P OD} the deceafe of the late Eleétor of 

Cologn, Bithop of Ofnabrug, the follow- 
ing fhort notes may not be difagreeable to your 
Readers. 

The Bithoprick of Ofnabrug, by the treaty 
of Wefltphalies in 1643, was made dn alter- 
native between the Roman Catholics and Lu- 
therans ; ‘and in confideration that the Houfe 
of Brunfwick had, for the fake of a genefal 
peace, made feveral valuablé facrifices, the 
Lutherans that were to have the ajternative, 
were to be the younger Prince of the Houle of 
Brunfwick-Lunenburg. It was enjoyed by 
his late Majefty’s grandfather, Prince Ernett ; 
then by a Duke of Lorrain; then by another 
Prince Erneft, his late Majefty’s uncle, who 
was alfo created Duke of York; and laflly, 
upon ‘his death in Auguft, 1728, by the 
Fle€tor of Cologn, who was to have been 
fucceeded by his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland ; but though this Bithoprick is 
alternatively hereditary in our Royal Family, 
"tis not fo with regard to its Roman Catholic 
Bithops, for they are chofen out .of different 
families, by a chapter of 5 Canons. When 
they have a Popith Bifhop, he is Suffragan te 
the Archbifhop of Cologn; but the Pro- 
teftant Bifhop, who is a Temporal Prince 
indeed, has ‘Hittle to demonftrate him an cc- 
clefiaftic, but rhe ttle. And ft was agreed, 
by the treaty aforefaid, that when there is a 
Proteftant Bithop, the Archbifhop of Cologn, 
fhould fufpénd the exereife of his Metropoli- 
tan jurifdiction, with regard. to the Proteft- 
ants. ‘bhe revenue of ths Bifhoprick amounts 
to between 20 and 30,0001. ahd the Bithop is 
able to raife. 2s00 men, tho’ he has only one 
hereditary officer, Viz, a ees Maitre or Stew- 
ard. When there is a Proteftant Bithop, he 
keeps a little neat court at Ofnabrug 5; when a 
Roman Catholick, who is generally an Elec- 
ter, or one who holds feveral other great be- 
nefices tm commendam, the epifcopal revenue is 
carried opt of the country and fpent abroad ; 
as, in the laft inflapce it was, at the court of 
Cologn, whoie’ Eleéter had. fix or feven large 
benefices, of which this Bifhoprick may be 
reckoned the feaf, thqugh it is forty-five miles 
jong, and twenty-five. broad, and in one of 
the fruitfulleft parts of Weftphalia. 

The Bithoprick of Ofnabrug jies between 
Minden on the eaft, and Munfter on the weit, 
Diepholt on the north, and Raveniburg on 
the fouth, and in the middie between the two 
rivers 'Wefer and Embs. Its extent from north 
to fouth is forty-five miles, and from eaft.to 
weft twenty-five miles. Jt is a fru tful coun- 
try, and fubje& to its Bifhop, who is a Count 
of the Empire. . (See the Mae in our Volume 
tor 1757» p> 272+)

«© Albeit, gentle reader, I have lufted ear- 
neftly, and endeavoured carefully (according to 
the meafure of fuch flender fkill as God has 
vouchfafed me, and as convenient leifure from 
other occafions of needful profit and healthful 
paftime have permitted) that thefe little books, 
which I here put into thy hands, might ftand 
inftead of many bigger books—yet have I car- 
ried myfelf towards thee in fuch fanciful guife 
of carelefs difport, that right fore am I afhamed 
now to entreat thy lenity ferioully—in befeech- 
ing thee to believe it of me, that in the ftory of 
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my father and his chriften-names,—I had no 
thoughts of treading upon Francis the Firft— 
mor in the affair of the nofe—upon Francis the 
Ninth—nor in the character of my uncle Tody 
—of characterizing the militiating fpirits of 
my country — the wound upon his groin, is a 
wound to every comparifon of that kind,—nor 
by Trim, that I meant the duke of Ormond — 
or taat my book is wrote againft predeftina- 
tion, or free will, or taxes — If ‘tis wrote 
againft any thing, — "tis wrote, an’pleafe your 
worfhips, againft the fpleen ; in order, by a 
more frequent and a more convulfive elevation 
and depreflion of the diaphragm, and the fuc- 
cuffatiens of the intercoftal and abdominal 
muofcles in laughter, to drive the gai] and other 
bitter juices trom the gall bladder, liver and 
fweet-bread of his majefty’s fubjects, with all 
the inimicous paffions which belong to them, 
down into their duodenums.” 

At the end of his 31ft chapter he tells us of 
his brother Bobby's death; and as he is, at 
laft, after much confufion and many direful ac- 
cidents, brought into the world, in his 42d and 
Haft chapter of Vol. 4. he thus harangues his 
readers : 

“* From this moment I am to be confidered 
as heir-apparent to the Shandy family—and it

In lefs than five minutes I hall 
have thrown my pen into the fire, and the lit- 
tle drop of thick ink which is left remaining 
at the bottom of my ink-horn after it—I have 
but half a {core things to do in the time—I 
have a thing to name—a thing to lament—a 
thing to hope—a thing to promife, and a thing 
to threaten—I have a thing to fippofe—a thing 
to declare—a thing to conceal—a thing to 
chufe, and a thing to pray for.— This chapter, 
therefore, I mame the chapter of Turncs— 
and my next chapter to it, that is, the firt 
chapter of my next volume, if I live, fhall be 
my chapter upon WHISKERS, in order to keep 
up fome fort of conneétion in my works. 

The thing I lament is, that things have 
crowded in fo thick upon me, that I have not 
been able to get. into that part of my work, 
towards which, I have all the way, looked 
forwards, with fo much earneft defire ; and 
that is the campaigns, but efpecially the amours 
of my uncle Toby, the events of which are of 
fo fingular a nature, and fo Cervantick a cait, 
that if I can fo manage it, as to convey but 
the fame impreffions to every other brain, 
which the occurrences them {elves excite in my 
own—I will anfwer for it the book thall make 
ifs way in the world, much better than its 
mafter has done before it O14 Triftram ! 
Trifiram ! can this but be once brought about 
—the credit, which will attend thee as an au- 
thor, thall counterbalance the many evils that 
have befallen thee as a man—thou wilt feaft 


upon the one—when thou haft loft all feng 
and remembrance of the other ! 

No wonder I itch fo much as I do, to get x 
thefe amours —They are the choiceft morfel of 
my whole ftory ! and when I do get at 'em— 
affure yourfelves, good folks,—(nor do I va. 
lue whofe fqueamifh ftomach takes offence at 
it) I fhall not be at all nice in the choice of 
my werds; and that’s the thing I have t 
declare.—I thal] never get all through in five 
minutes, that I fear—and the thing I dope is, 
that your worfhips and reverences are not of- 
fended—if you are, depend upon't, I'll give 
you fomething, my good gentry, next year, to 
be offended at—that’s my dear Fenny’s way; 
but who my Fenny is, and which is the right 
and which is the wrong end of a woman, is 
the thing to be conceald—it fhall be told you 
the next chapter but one, to my chapter of 
button-holes,—and not one chapter before, 

And now that you have juft got to the end 
of thefe four volumes—the thing I have to 
afk is, how you feel your heads? mine akes 
difmally—as for your healths, I know, they 
are much better—True Shandes/m, think what 
you will againét it, opens the heart and lungs, 
and like all thofe atte&tions which partake of 
its nature, it forces the blood and other vital 
fluids of the body to run freely thro’ its chan- 
nels, and makes the wheel of life run long 
and chearfully round. 

Was I left like Sanebo Panga, to chufe my 
kingdom, it fhould not be maritime — or a 
kingdom of blacks to make a penny of—-no, 
it fhould be a kingdom of hearty laughing 
fubjeéts: And as the bilious and more fa- 
turnine paffions, by creating diforders in the 
blood and humours, have as bad an influence,

Elphinfton immediately went in queft of her, 
and fell in with her about eleven e’clock the 
fame night. She bore down upon the Rich- 
mond for a fhort time after being in fight, but 
then, fuddenly hauling her wind, endeavoured 
to get away. Captain Elphinfton purfued and 
came up with her about half paft ten o'clock 
the next morning, when they began to engage, 
ftanding towards the land; and at half pait 
twelve both fhips run a-fhore, along-fide of 
each other, Aill continuing the engagemene 
fora fhort time, when the enemy fled from 
their quarters. The Richmond foon after- 
wards got on float; and being drove by the tide 
a little to leeward, the enemy quitted their 
fhip, and efcaped ; but the thip is entirely de- 
ftroyed. The French frigate was called the 
Felicite, and carried 32 guns; was bound to 
Martinico, with a cargo valued at 30,0001: fterl. 
Her confort the Harmionie, another French fri- 
gate, of the fame force and value, was jot 
coming out of Dunkirk. Captain Doneil, 
commander of the Felicite, was killed in the 
engagement; and near roo others of the ene 
were killed or wounded. ‘The Richmond had 
only three men killed, and 13 wounded. 

[This brave action was near S’ Gravefande, 
about eight miles from the Hague. Ths young 
Prince of Orange, Gen. York, Count d°Affry, 
and great numbers of other perfons, were {pec- 
tators of a fight which added fuch reputation 
to our arms. |

Upon which Capt. O’Bryen refolved 
to go in queft of them ; accordingly, both the 
faid commanders got clofe with their thips in 
fhore, and came up with the faid forts, one of 
eight 24 and 32 pounders, another of fix 18 
and 24 pounders, and‘a third, fianking the en- 
trance into the bay, of two batteries of two 
guns each, twelve and fix pounders ;_ that the 
attack was carried on fo brifkly from both 
fhips, that hotwithftanding a vigorous defence 
of feveral hours, they filenced all the enemy’s 
guns, demolifhed, and beat down into the fea, 
both forts and batteries, and cut out and car- 
ried off all the faid four prizes: That after-

Tottleben had made a new irfuption into 
Eaftern Pomerania, but were foon obliged to 
retire with the lofs of one piece of cannon, 
and feveral killed or taken prifoners. 

On the 6th inftant, died at Ebrenbrieftein, in 
his way to Munich, Ciement Auguftus, eleétor 
and atchbifhep of Cologn, bithop of Munfter, 
Paderborn, Oimaburg and Hildedheim, and 
grand mafter of the Teutonick Order. He 
was uncle to the prefent ele€&tor of Bavaria, 
and chofen eleétor and archbifhop of Cologn 
in 1723. His bifhoprick of Ofnaburg ought 
to go to a defcendant of the Hanover family, 
but whether this will not be difputed, at-pre- 
fent is a queftion. - 

A Turkith man of war, called the Ottoman 
Crown, of 68 fine -brafs guns, but bored for 
74, having been laft autumn feized by the chri- 
ftien flaves on board, and carried into Malta, 
the Grand Signior has peremptorily demanded 
her reftitution, -and the knights of Malta, 
who are always at war with the Turks, have 
as peremptorily refufed to reftore her; on 
which account the Ottoman court are pre- 
paring a fleet, and'threaten to attack the ifland 
of Malta; in which cafe the court of Spain 
will probably fend their fleet to defend it, as 
the Turks have always proteéted the pyrate- 
towns of Barbary againft the Spaniards,
